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In publishing this work, my object is to remove the 
faculties which readers of the Purins and other ancient works 
Hindu and Buddhist literature generally feel in identifying 
e ancient places they come across. Apart from the natural 
riosity which every one feels to know the modern names of 
icient pldces, the knowledge imparts a peculiar interest and zest 
the perusal of ancient Hindu works. For the compilation of 
■s work, I have been indebted to the works of such authorities 
General Cunningham, Dr. Fiihrer, Fergusson, Beal, Wilson, 
unter and others; also to the Archaeological Reports, the Asiatic 
esearches and the Journals of the Asiatic Society of Bengal. I 
ave also derived my information from the accounts of pilgrims 
/here they have generally agreed, and from local traditions. 
Notwithstanding the impetus that has been given of late to 
archaeological inquiry, there are many ancient places which have 
not yet been identified. The change in several names that has 
been brought about by flux of time owing to the subversion of 
sects and kingdoms, and the changes in the course of rivers, defies 
he ingenuity of archaeologists to identify them. The present 
book, however, does not mean to discuss the merits of the identi- 
ications, but is only intended to be an alphabetical collection of 
names of such ancient places in India as have been identified 
vith tolerable certainty. 

With regard to the arrangement of the names in this work, 
{ should only observe that, for facility of finding them out, I 
have followed the system observed in English lexicography, 
except with rfegard to the a (si) or d («n) series of initial letters.

'[been-exhausted, as is done in the Abhidhans. If this little 
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Geographical Dictionary can prove itself of any use or interest 
tojts^readers, my labours will be amply rewarded.

the labours of Major Cole (Memorandum 
of Ancient Monuments in Eusofzai). Push- 
karivati or PushkaMvati (Pukely) was 
its ancient capital, which the Rimdyana 
placed in Gandharva-desa, G£ndh 4 ra 
of the Mah£bh£rat and the Buddhist 
period, therefore, is the corruption of 
Gandharva-desa of VAlmiki.

The first Buddhist 
Synod was held in 477 B. C. on the 
southern slope of the BaibhAr hill in 
front of the Son-bhAndAr cave formerly 
called the Sattapanni cave, where Bud¬ 
dha used to live. Jnst behind the 
Baithak of JarAsandha there is another 
cave called the Pippali cave, where 
Buddha used to meditate after his meals.

The town with the 
wooded slopes of Chungar forming the 
background, and the valley spread out 
before it, has a very picturesque appear¬ 
ance from a distance. There is nothing 
interesting, however, about the town, it 
being filthily dirty and badly built. Even 
the celebrated temple itself is not free 
from its share of all manner of filth. 
It possesses no architectural beauty, nor 
anything worthy of notice, except the 
natural jets of gas.” The temple contains 
the image of Ambikd or M^teswari.

KAILAs ... On the north of Lake Mdnas-sarovar,

“In 
picturesque beauty,” says H. Strachey, 
" Kailds far surpasses the big Gurla or any 
other of the Indian Himalaya that I 
have seen : it is full of majesty,—a 
king of mountains.” Through the ravines 
on either side of the mountain is the 
passage by which the pilgrims perform 
their perambulation.

Kajeri, ninety-two miles from Champd 
(Beal). Cunningham identifies it with 
Kankjol, sixty-seven miles to the east of 
Champd or Bhagalpur.

KAKSHIVATA .. The Rajmahal hills. 

KALINDA-DESA A mountainous country situated in the 

Bdndara-puchchha range of the Hima¬ 
laya, where the Jamund has got its 
source : hence the river is called Kdlindi, 


KALINGA ... A country lying on the south of Orissa 

and north of Drdvida on the border 
of the sea.. According to Cunningham, 
it was between the Goddvari river on 
the south-west and the Gaolya branch 
of the Indrdvati river on the north-west. 
Its chief towns were Manipura and 
Rdjamahendri. At the time of the 
Mahdbhdrata, a large portion of Orissa 
was included in Kalinga, its northern 
boundary being the river Baitarani 
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KALYANA .... Kaliani in the province of Bombay. It 

was the capital of the Chdlukyas in the 
sixth century. Vijndneswara, the author 
of the Mit£kshar 4 , was born at this place. 

KAMALANKA ... Comillah : it was the capital of Tipdrd 

in the sixth century. 

KAMPILYA .. Kampil, twenty-eight miles north-east 

of Fathgarh in the Farrakhabad district. 
It was the capital of R£j4 Drupada, who 
was king of South Panch^la, and the 
scene of Draupadi’s Sayambara Dru- 
pad’s palace is pointed out as the most 
easterly of the isolated mounds on the 
bank of the Bur-GangA A writer in 
the Tattwabodhini Patrikd identified it 
with Doarhdtt£, ten miles east from the 
bank of the RdmgangA But its identi¬ 
fication with Kampil by Cunningham 
and Fuhrer appears to be the more 
reasonable and correct. 


KANAKHALA ... Hardwar was once called by this name. 

It is now a small village, two miles to the 
east of Hardwar (see Mdydpuri). 

KANIKSHAPURA Kanikhpur or K&mpur, ten miles to the 

south of Srinagar. It was founded by 
Kaniksha, king of Kdsmir, who in 78 
A. D. convened the last Buddhist synod, 
which gave rise to the Saka era. 

KANSAVAI I ... The river Kasai in Bengal. 

KANWA-ASRAMA Bijnor: it was the hermitage of Kanwa 

Muni, who adopted the celebrated 
Sakuntald as his daughter. 

KNYA-TIRTHA ... In Kurukshetra.

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KAPILADHArA ... i. Twenty-four miles to the south¬ 
west of Nasik: it was the hermitage 
of Kapila. 2. The first fall of the 
river Nerbuda from the Amarakantaka 
mountains, 

KAPILAVASTU .... The birth-place of Buddha. It has 

been identified by Carlleyle with Bhuila 
in the north-western part of the Basti dis¬ 
trict, about twenty-five miles north-east 
from Fyzabad. He places the country of 
Kapilavastu between the Ghagra and the 
Gandak, from Fyzabad to the confluence 
of these rivers. Cunningham identifies 
it with Nagarkhas on the eastern bank of 
the Chando Tell, near a large stream 
named Kohdna, a tributary of the Rapti, 
and in the northern division of Oudh 
beyond the Ghagra river; and he 
supposes that Mokson is the site of the 
Lumbini garden, where Buddha was 
born. But the question has been set at 
rest by the recent exploration of Dr. 
Fuhreron the suggestion of Dr. Waddell. 
It has been discovered that Kapilavastu 
lies in the" immediate neighbourhood of 
the Nepalese village Nigliva, north of 
Gorakhpur, situated in the Nepalese 
Terai, thirty-eight miles north-west of the 
Uska Station of Bengal and North- 
Western Railway. The Lumbini garden 
has been identified with the village 
Paderia, two miles north of Bhagavanpur. 
The ruins of Kapilavastu lie eight miles 
north-west of Paderia. Buddha was born 
in 557 B.C., and he died in 477 B. C.

ASARMA ... Sitpur (Siddhapur) in Guzerdt, the 

hermitage of Rishi Karddama and birth-

KARICOTAKA- 

N AGAR A .... Karra, forty-one miles north-west of 

Allahabad. It is one of the 52 Pithas 
where Sati’s hand is said to have fallen 
(Ftihrer). 
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KARMANAsA .... The cursed river, the water of which is 

considered by the Hindus to be polluted, 
being associated with the sins of Trisanku, 
the protdgd of Rishi Viswdmitra. The 
river is on the western limit of the district 
of Shahabad, and forms the boundary of 
Behar and the North-Western Provinces. 
It issues from a spring situated in a 
village called Sarodak (Hunter’s Statistical 
Account of Bengal, Vol. XII, p. 164). 

KARNAPURA .... Bhagalpur. 

KARNA-SUVARNA Kdnsond, in the district of Murshida- 

bad, the former capital of Bengal at the 
time of Adisura,who was identical with 
Vijaya Sena of the inscriptions. It was 
at the request of Adisura that Bira 
Sinha, king of Kanouj, sent five Brdh- 
mans, Bhattandrdyana and others, to 
Bengal in the latter part of the tenth 
century to perform his sacrifice according 
to the Vedas. Bhattandrdyana, the 
author of the drama Veni-Samhdra , is con¬ 
sidered by some to have flourished in 
the court of Dharma Pdla of the Pdla 
dynasty. Even the name of Kdnsond 
has become antiquated, and the town is 
now known by the name of Rdngdmdti. 
It is situated on the right bank of the 
Bhdgirathi, four miles below Berhampur. 
Captain Laird says that Rdngdmdti was 
anciently called Kdnsondpuri, and the 
remains of the greater part of the palace 
with its gate and towers are distinctly 
traceable, although the site is now under 
cultivation (/. A. S. B., Vol. XXII, p. 281).

of the Rudra-Himalaya below the peak 
of Mahdpantha. A sacred stream called 
Kdli-Ganga has its rise here, and it 
joins the Alakdnandd at Rudra-Praydga. 
It requires eight days to go from Keddr 
to Badrinath, although the distance is 
short as the crow flies. The worship of 
Keddrandtha is said to have been estab¬ 
lished by the Pdndavas (see Pancha- 
Kedara). 


KEKAYA .... A country between the Beas and the 

Sutlej. It was the kingdom of the 
father of Kaikeyi, one of the wives of 
Dasaratha, king of Ayodhyd. 

KERALA .... The Malabar coast. It comprised

The district formerly 
included Sonepat, Amin and Pani- 
pat. The war between the Kurus and 
the P4ndavas took place not only at 
Thaneswar, but also in the country 
around it. The Dwaipayana-Hrada is 
situated at Thaneswar. Ac Amin, Abhi- 
manyu, the son of A'juna, was killed, 
and Aswathamd was defeated by Arjuna 
and his skull was severed. Amin, ac¬ 
cording to Cunningham, is the con¬ 
traction of Abhimanyu-khera. Sonepat 
and Panipat are the corruptions of 
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Sonaprastha and Piniprastha, which were 
two of the five villages demanded by 
Yudhishthira from Durjodhana. Kuru- 
kshetra was also called Sthdnu-tirtha and 
Samantapanchaka.

The 
charcoal ashes of Buddha’s funeral pyre 
were enshrined in a stupa at Barhi, now 
called Moriyanagara in the Nyagrodha 
forest, visited by Hiuen Tsiang.

The town of the demon Madhu 
has been identified by Growse with 
Maholi, five miles to the south-west of 
the present town of Mathura. In Maholi 
is situated Madhu-vana (or forest of 
Madhu), a place of pilgrimage. 



MADHYADESA .. The country between Thaneswara and 

Allahabad. 


MADHYArJUNA Sixteen miles west of Tranquebar. 

MADRA ... A country in the Panjab between the 

Ravi and the Chenab. Its capital was 
SAkala. Madra was the kingdom of 
Rdjd Salya of the MahAbhArat. Some 
suppose that Madra was also called 
BAlhika. 


MAGADHA ... The province of Behar. Its western 

boundary was the river Sone. The 
ancient capital of Magadha was Giri- 
vrajapura (modern Rajgir) at the time of 
Jarasandha, who was killed by Bhima, 
one of the five PAndavas. The capital 
was subsequently removed to PAtaliputra, 
which was formerly an insignificant 
village called by the name of PAtaligrAma, 
enlarged and strengthened by AjAtasatru, 
king of Magadha and contemporary of 
Buddha, to repel the advance of the 
Vrijjis of Vaisali. UdayAswa, the grand¬ 
son of Ajatasatru, is said to have removed 
his capital from Rajgriha to PAtaliputra 
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[Vdyu Purdn). At one period, the 
country of Magadha extended south of 
the Ganges from Benares to Monghir, 
and southwards as far as Singbhum 
(Hunter’s Statistical Account of Bengal, 
Vol. XII, p. 65). The people of the 
neighbouring districts still call the dis¬ 
tricts of Patna and Gaya by the name of 
Magd, which is a corruption of Magadha. 


MAHAKAUSIKA .... It is formed by the seven Kosis of 

Nepal, which are the Milamchi, the Sun 
Kosi or the Bhotea Kosi, the Tamba Kosi, 
the Likhu Kosi, the Dud Kosi, the Arun 
and the Tamor. The union of the 
Tamor, the Arun and the Sun Kosi forms 
the Triveni, a holy place of pilgrimage. 
The Triveni is immediately above Bardha. 
Kshetra in Purnea above Ndthpur, as the 
point where or close to which the united 
Kosis issue into the plains. 

MAHANADI ... 1. The Phalgu river in the district of 

Gayd. 2. A river in Orissa. 

MAHAsARA •• Masdr, a village six miles to the west 

of Arrah, visited by Hiuen Tsiang in the 
seventh century. 

MAHENDRA ... T. The Mahendra Mali hills in Gan- 

jam and the Eastern Ghats were known 
by the name of Mahendra-parvata, where 
Parasurdma retired after he was defeated 
by Rdma. The Rdmdyana and the 
Chaitanya charitimrita apply the name 
specially to the Eastern Gh&ts. 2. Mahi 
on the Malabar coast. 
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Mysore. 

The river Mahi in Malwa. 

The Bay of Bengal [Ra°huvansa ). 
Kdnouj. 

Mahoba in Bundelkhand. 

The Sewalik range. 

The Kaluh£-pdhdr, which is about 
twenty-six miles to the south of Buddha- 
Gayd and about sixteen miles to the north 
of Ch£trd in the district of Hazaribagh, is 
evidently a corruption of the name of the 
Makula Parvata of the Burmese annals of 
Buddhism (see Bigandet’s Life or Legend 
of Gaudama). Buddha is said to have pass¬ 
ed his sixth Wasso (or rainy-season retire¬ 
ment) on the Makula mountain. It forms 
the western boundary of a secluded valley 
on the eastern bank of the Lildjan river, 
containing a temple of Durgd called 
Kuleswari (Kula and Iswari). But the 
place abounds with Buddhist architec¬ 
tural remains and figures of Buddha. On 
a plateau just in front of the hill on which 
Kuleswari’s temple is situated, and on the 
eastern side of a ravine which separates 
the plateau from the hill, is a temple 
which contains a broken image of Buddha 
in the conventional form of meditation. 
There are also two impressions of Bud¬ 
dha’s feet on the top of the highest peak

of a hill on the northern side of the valley 
called the Akdsalochana, and figures of 
Buddha carved in the central part of the 
hill with inscriptions which have become 
much obliterated by time and exposure. 
The large bricks found at this hill also 
attest to the antiquity of the place. The 
letter, “ Ma ” of Makula must have 
dropped down by lapse of time, and kula 
was corrupted into kaluha. There can 
be no doubt that the Brahmins appro¬ 
priated this sacred place of the Buddhists 
and set up the image of Durgi at a sub¬ 
sequent period after the expulsion of 
Buddhism.

MALAYA-GIRI ... The southern part of the Western 

Ghfits, south of the river Kaveri (Bhava- 
bhuti’s Mahdvira-charita). 

MALAYALAM ... Malabar. 

MALLA-DESA ... i. The district of Multan was the 

ancient Malla-desa, the people of which 
were called Mallis by Alexander’s histo¬ 
rians. Its capital was Multan (Cunning¬ 
ham). Lakshman’s son, Angada, was 
made king of Malla-desa by his uncle 
Rdmachandra. 2. The country in which 
the Pdrasndth hills are situated (Yule), 
that is, portions of the districts of 
Hazaribagh and Manbhum. The Purdns 
mention two countries by the name 
Malla, one in the west and the other in 
the east. 
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The Pdrasndth hill in Chhota-Nagpur, 
the Mount Maleus of the Greeks (Yule), 
See Samet-sekhara. 


MALLARA ... It is a contraction of Malabar. 

MANDAKINI ... x. The Kali-gangd, which rises in the 

mountains of Keddr. 2. The Paisuni 
(Payaswini) in Bundelkhand, which flows 
by the side of Mount Chitrakuta. 

MANDARA-GIRI... A hill situated in the Banka subdivi¬ 
sion of the district of Bhdgalpur, two or 
three miles from Bansi. It contains a 
groove around it in the middle. The 
gods are said to have churned the ocean 
with this hill as a churner. There are 
two temples on the top of the hill, one 
containing representations of six human 
feet, and the other contained an image of 
Vishnu called Madhusudana, but it is now 
empty. 1 here are extensive ruins scat¬ 
tered about the foot of the hill for above 
two miles, of the time of the Chole Rdjds, 
especially of Rdjd Chatra Singh, who lived 
before the time of the Mahomedans 
(Martin’s Eastern India , Vol. IB. For 
its sanctity see Skanda Pur an. 


MANGALA ... Called also Mangali, the capital of 

Udydna, identified by Cunningham with 
Mangora or Manglora. 

MANGIPATTANA Balabhi or Dhank, the ancient capital 

of Saurdshtra or Guzerdt, ten miles north¬ 
west of Bhaonagar. It was destroyed in 
the sixth century at the time of Siladitya 
(Tod). 
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MANIPURA ... It was the capital of Kalinga, the 

kingdom of Bubruv^hana of the Mahd- 
bhdrat. R. K. Roy in his Mahdbhdrat 
(.Aswamedha Parva), places it to the 
south of Chikakole. But the situation 
of the capital of Kalinga, as described in 
the Mahdbhdrat and the Raghuvansa, 
and also the name, accord with those of 
Mdnikapattana, a seaport at the mouth 
of the Chilka lake. 

MARUDBRIDDIIA The Rdvi. 

MARUSTHALI ... The great desert east of Sindh. 

MATHURA ... t. The capital of Surasena. It was 

the birth-place of Krishna. At a place 
called Janma-bhumi or Kdrdgdrh on the 
margin of the Potara-kund tank near the 
temple of Kesava Deva, he was born ; 
in the adjoining suburb called Malla-pura, 
he fought with the two wrestlers, Chdnu- 
ra and Mushtika; at Kubjd’s well he 
cured Kubjd of her hump j at Kunsd-kci- 
Tild outside the south gate of the present 
city, he killed Kansa; and at Bisrdma 
Ghdt he rested himself after his victory- 
The Jog-ghdt marks the spot where 
Kansa is said to have dashed Mdyd or 
Joganidrd to the ground. Mathura was 
the hermitage of Dhruva : near Dhruva- 
ghdt there is a temple dedicated to him. 
Growse identifies the Kankali Tild near 
the Katra with the monastery of Upa- 
gupta visited by Hiuen Tsiang, the 
temple of Bhuteswara with the stupa of 

Sdriputra, the Jamalpur mound with the 

monkey-stupa, and the Yasa Vihara

with the temple of Kesava Deva which 
has been graphically described by Taver¬ 
nier as the temple of “ Rdm Rdm ” before 
its destruction by Aurangzebe in 1669. 
Mathura was also called Madhupuri 
(present Maholi, five miles to the south¬ 
west of the modern city), the abode of 
Madhu, whose son L-vana was killed 
by Satrughana, the brother of Rdma- 
chandra, who founded the present city 
(Growse’s Mathura). 2. Madura, the 
capital of Pdndya, in the province of 
Madras : it is said to have been founded 
by Kula Sekhara. It was called Dakshi- 
na-Mathura by way of contradistinction 
to Mathura of the N. W. Provinces. 

MATIPURA ... Maddwar or Mundore in Western 

Rohilkhand, eight miles north of Bijnor. 

MATSYA-DCoA ... The country around Jeypur. It was 

the kingdom of Rdjd Virdta of the 
Mahdbhdrata, in whose court at Vairdt 
Yudhishthira and his brothers resided 
incognito for one year during the last year 
of their banishment. Vdirdt or Bairdt is 
in the Alwar state of Rajputana- 
Machheri, which is a corruption of 
Matsya, is the present town of Alwar, 
which formerly appertained to the terri¬ 
tory of Jeypur. 

MAULI ... The Rohtas hills. 

MAYA-RASHTRA Mirdt, where the remnant of Maya 

Ddnava’s fort is still pointed out in a 
place called Andha Kota. The Bille- 
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swara Mahadeo there is said to have been 
worshipped by Mandodari, the wife of 
Rdvana and daughter of Maya Ddnava. 

Same as Maya-rdshtra. 

Mdydpuri or Hardwar. The present 
Mdydpuri is situated between the town 
of Hardwar and Kankhala. 

Mysore. 

Maheswara or Mahes on the right 
bank of the Nerbuda, forty miles to the 
south of Indore. It was the capital of 
Haihaya or Anupadesa, the kingdom of 
the myriad-handed Kdrtya-vydrjuna of 
the Purdns, 

Malwa, its capital v?as Dhdrd-nagara 
at the time of Rdjd Bhoja. (See Avanti), 

1. Champanagar near Bhdgalpw. 2. 
The river Mandakini \Prakriti-vddd ). 2. 

The river Mdlini flows between the coun¬ 
tries called Pralamba on the west and 
Apartala on the east, and falls into the 
river Ghagra about fifty miles above 
Ajodhyd. It is the Erineses of Megas- 
thenes The hermitage of Kanwa, the 
adoptive father of the celebrated Sakun- 
tald, was situated on the bank of this 
river. Griffith says its present name 
is Chuka, a branch of the Saraju. 


MAlYAVAnA-GIRI The Eastern Ghdts. 
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Lake Manasarovar, situated in Undes 
or Hundesa. It has been graphically 
described by Moorcroft in the Asiatic 
Researches, Vol. XII, p. 375. According 
to his estimate, it is fifteen miles in length 
(east to west) by eleven miles in breadth 
(north to south). It cannot be marched 
round in less than twenty-five days. 


MANIKAPURA ... Manikalya in the Punjab, celebrated 

for the Buddhist topes, where Buddha 
in a former birth gave his body to feed a 
starving tiger- 


MANYAKSHETRA Malkhead on the river Krishna.

ASRAMA ... At the confluence of the Saraju and 

the Gomati near B&geswara in the dis¬ 
trict of Kumanu. Mdrkanda Rishi 
performed asceticism at this place. 

MAyAPURI .. It included Hardwar, Mdydpur and 

Kankhala. Kankhala is two miles from 
Hardwar: it was here that the celebrated 
Daksha-yajna of the Purdns took place, and 
Sati, the daughter of Daksha, sacrificed 
her life, unable to bear the insult put upon 
her husband MahAdeva by her father. 
The present M^yipur is situated between 
Hardwar and Kankhala. Pilgrims from 
all parts of India go to bathe at the 
Brahmakunda in the ghat called Har- 
ki-pairi at Hardwar. In a temple behind 
the temple of Daksheswara Mahddeo at 
Kankhala, the Yajna-Kunda, where Sati 
immolated herself, is still pointed out. 
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At the time of the Skanda Purdn and 
Kdlidds, Hardwar was known by the 
name of Kankhala.

... Madura, one of the 52 Pithas where 
Sati’s eyes are said to have fallen. The 
temple of Mindkshi Devi is situated 
within the town : it is said to have been 
built by Viswanath, the first king of the 
Nyak dynasty, in 1520 A.D. (Fergusson). 

... 1 Tirhut, 2 Janakpur (see Videha). 

... Monghir ( Mahabharat ). 

... The southern portion of the Circars. 

... Sdrndth, six miles from Benares, the 
place where Buddha preached his first 
sermon after the attainment of Buddha- 
hood at Buddha-Gayd. 

A lake three miles to the west of Dhol- 
pur where Kdla-yavana, an ally of Jard- 
sandha, was by the device of Krishna 
consumed with a glance by Muchkunda

On 
the site of the lake there was formerly a 
mountain. 

Monghir (see Mudgala-giri). 

Monghir. Mudgalaputra, a disciple of 
Buddha, converted Srutavinsatikoti, a 
rich merchant of this place, into Bud¬ 
dhism. The Kashtaharini Ghdt at Mon¬ 
ghir derives its sanctity from Rdma hav¬ 
ing bathed in this ghdt to expiate his sin 
for having killed Ravana, who, though a 
rdkshasa, was nevertheless a Brdhman 
(Kurma Puran). Rdmachandra is also 
said to have expiated his sin of slaying 
Rdvana by bathing at a sacred tank at 
Hattia Haran, twenty-eight miles south¬ 
east of Hardoi in Oudh, and also in the 
river Gumti at Dhopdp, eighteen miles 
south-east of Sultanpur in Oudh (Fuhrer). 

Triveni, north of Hugh. Muktaveni 
is used by way of contradistinction to 
Yuktaveni or Allahabad, where the three 
rivers Gangd, Jamund, and Saraswati 
unite and flow together ; at Muktaveni the 
three rivers separate and flow in different 
directions. 

A celebrated temple of Ndrdyana si¬ 
tuated in Thibet in the Sapta Gandaki 
range of the Himalaya, not far from the 
source of the Gandak. 

Multan. Vishnu incarnated in this 
place as Nrisinha-Avatdra, and killed the 
A sura Hiranyakasipu, the father of 
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Prahldda. The temple of Nrisinha Deva 
is still called Prahlidapuri (Cunning¬ 
ham’s Geography of Ancient India) 
The temple of the Sun is said to have 
been built by Sdmba, the son of Krishna, 
who was cured here of his leprosy by 
the god (Bhavishya Pur an). It was the 
capital of Malla-desa or the country of 
the Mallis of Alexander’s historians.

NAGARAHARA .. The town was situated at the conflu¬ 
ence of the Surkhar or Siirkh-rud and 
K 4 bul rivers, near Jalalabad. 

NAGARAKOTA .... Kangra, where the temple of Bajre- 

swari is situated. It was the old capital 
of Kuluta. 

NAIMISH ARANYA Nimkh^ravana or Nimsar, twenty-four 
* miles from the Sandila station of the 

Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway, and 
twenty miles from Sitapur. It was the 
abode of sixty thousand Rishis. Many 
of the Purdns were written perhaps at this 
place. It is situated on the left bank of 
the Gumti. 

NAIRANJANA .... The river Phalgu. Its two branches 

are the Nildjan and the Mohdn^, and 
their united stream is called the Phalgu. 
Buddha-Gay& is situated at a short dis-

tance to the west of the Nildjana or 
Niranjan, which has got its source near 
Simeria in the district of Hazaribagh. 

NAND A ... The river Panchdna or Panchdnana 

which flows through the districts of Gayd 
and Patna. It flows by the side of Ratna- 
giri, called Hemakuta or Rishabha-giri, 
one of the five hills of Rajgir, where 
Rishabha Rishi performed asceticism. 
Rishabha Rishi’s image is sculptured in 
the Baibh 4 ra-giri near the Sonebhdnddr 
cave. 

NANDIGRAMA ... Nundg£on in Oudh ( Ramdyana ). 

NARMADA ... The river Nerbuda. It rises in the 

Amarakantaka mountain. 

NAVADEVAKULA Nawal, thirty-three miles north-west of 

Unao near Bdngarmau in Oudh, visited 
by Hiuen Tsiang. 

NAVADWIPA ... The birth-place of Chaitanya, the great 

religious reformer of Bengal. The Nava- 
dwipa of Chaitanya was situated opposite 
to the present Navadwipa across the 
river Ganges : the present Navadwipa is 
situated on the site of the ancient village 
of Kulia (Amiya Nernai Charita). Chai¬ 
tanya was born in 1485 and he died in 
1527. 

NAGA-HRADA ... The Sdrik-Kul lake,—the lake of the 

Great Pamir (Beal). 

NALANDA ... Baragaon, which lies seven miles north 

of Rajgir, in the district of Patna, once 
the celebrated seat of Buddhist learning 
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NIKAI (of the 
Greeks)

(Cunningham), It was the birth-place of 
Sdriputra, the famous disciple of Buddha 
(Bigandet), but according to Hiuen 
Tsiang, he was born at Kdlapindka. The 
celebrated Ndgdrjuna who introduced the 
Mahdyana system of Buddhism in the first 
century, resided in the monastery of 
Ndlanda, making it the .seat of the Mah 4 - 
ydna school for Central India (Fergusson). 

Mong, where the celebrated battle was 
fought between Alexander the Great and 
Porus (Cunningham). Mong is now 
called Murg, a town in the district of 
Guzerat in the Panjab. Nikai is said 
to have been built by Alexander on the 
site of the field of battle. 

Same as Nilajana. 

The upper part of the river Phalgu. It 
is also called Lildjana. 

i, Narwar, the capital of Nala Rdjd 
(Tod). Narwar is the contraction of 
Nalapura. It is situated on the right 
bank of the river Sindh, forty miles to the 
south-west of Gwaliar. 2. The moun¬ 
tains which lie to the north of the K£- 
bul river, called by the Greeks Paropa- 
misos, now called Hindu Kush (Las¬ 
sen). Paropamisos or Paropanisos is 
evidently a contraction of Parvata Upa- 
Nishadha, as McCrindle says that Hindu 
Kush generally designates now the eastern 
part of the range and Paropamisos the 
western (McCrindle’s Ancient India , p. 
182).

PADMAKSHE I RA Kandrak, called the Black Pagoda, nine* 

teen miles north-west of Puri in Orissa. It 
contains a temple of the sun (Surva), 
said to have been established by Samba, 
a son of Krishna, who was cured here 
of leprosy by the god. According to 
some account, he was cured at Multan 
(see Mulasthanapura). It appears, how¬ 
ever, that this temple was built by Ldn- 
guliya Narsinh, the seventh king of the 
Gangavansi dynasty, who reigned from 
1237 to 1282 A. D. (Hunter’s Orissa). 

PADMAPURA .... Same as Padmdvati: it was the birth¬ 
place of Bhavabhuti. 

padmAvati It has been identified by Cunning¬ 

ham with Narwar or Nalapura ( Archceo - 
logical Report, Vol. III). But this iden¬ 
tification does not appear to be correct. 
The town was situated at the confluence 
of the fivers Sindhu (Sindh) and Pdrd 
(Pdrvati) in Vidarbha {Mdlati-Mddhava, 
Act IV), and therefore it may 
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safely identified with Vijayanagar, 
which is a corruption of Vidydnagara, 
Padmdvati being celebrated as a place of 
learning, especially for its teaching in 
logic, in the eighth century at the time of 
Bhavabhuti, who was born at this place 
(Mahaviracharila and Malati Mddhava).

A branch of the river Tungabhadr^: 
it rises in the Rishyamukha mountain 
which is eight miles from the Anagandi 
hills, where R<tma met Hanumdna and 
Sugriva for the first time. Near it is a 
lake called Pampasarovara (Wilson).

PANCHA-GANGA The five Ganges are Bhdgirathi (Gan¬ 
ges), Gomati (Goddvari), Krishnaveni 
(Krishnd), Pindkini (Pennar), and Kdveri. 

PANCHA-KEDARA The temples of Kedaran£th, Tunga- 

ndth, Rudrandth, Madhyameswara, and 
Kalpeswara,—all situated along the Hima¬ 
layan chain,—form a peculiar object of 
pilgrimage, and they are collectively called 
Pancha-Ked£ra. Mahddeo, in the form 
of Sad&siva, fled from Arjuna, one of the 
five Pdndavas, and took refuge at Keddra- 
ndth in the shape of a buffalo, but find¬ 
ing himself hard pressed, dived into the 
ground, leaving his hinderparts on the 
surface, still an object of adoration here. 
The remaining portions of the god are 
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worshipped at four other places : the 
arms ( balm ) at Tunganath, the face {mu- 
kha) at Rudrandth, the belly ( ttdbhi ) at 
Madhyameswara, and the hair (jatd / and 
head at Kalpeswara (Ftihrer). 


PANCHA-NADA ... The Panjab,—the country of five rivers 

called Satadru, Vipdsd, Irdvati, Chan- 
drabhdgd and Vitastd. 

PANCHAPSARA- In the district of Udayapur, one of 
TIRTHA ... the tributary states in the Chhota-Nagpur 

division. Kapu, Bandhanpur, Ban- 
jiamba and Ponri are supposed to be on 
the site of the Panchapsara lake of the 
Kdmdyana. 

PANCHA- 

PRAYAGA ... (1) Devapraydga at the confluence of 

the Bhagirathi and the Alakdnanda ; 
12) Karnapraydga at the confluence of 
the Alakananda and the Pindar river ; 
(3) Rudrapraydga at the confluence of 
the Alakananda and the Kdliganga (Man- 
ddkini): 14! Nandapraydga at the con¬ 
fluence of the Alakdnanda and the Nan- 
dakini, a small river ; (5) Vishunprayaga 
at the confluence of the Alakdnanda and 
the Dauli (Dudgangd). 

PANCHA-TIRTHA 1. A collective name given to five pools, 

or basins of water, situated between 
two hills on the west of Hardwar: their 
names are Amrita-kunda, Tapta-kunda, 
Rdma-kunda. Sitd-kunda, and Surya- 
kunda. 2. A place of pilgrimage in the 
province of Madras, mentioned in the 
Mahabhdrat: it was visited by Arjuna.

pATALIPUTRA ... Patna, built by Aj^tasatru, king of 

Magadha and contemporary of Buddha, 
for the purpose of repelling the attacks 
of the Vrijjis of Vaisali (Besarh). The 
old capital of Magadha was Girivraja- 
pura or Rajgir, but it was subsequently- 
removed to Pataliputra by Udaydswa, 
the grandson of Ajitasatru. A very 
small portion ot the modern town of 
Patna is on the site of the ancient P&tali- 
putra, the greater portion of which was 
diluviated by the rivers Ganges and 
Sone in 750 A. D. It was the birth¬ 
place of Arya Bhatta, the celebrated 
Hindu astronomer. Several Hindu 
sages, as Kdtyiyana and Ch^nakya, flou¬ 
rished in this place. A graphic descrip¬ 
tion of the town has been given by 
Megasthenes, who was sent as an ambas¬ 
sador by Seleucus Nicator to the court 
of Chandragupta, king of Magadha, 
who reigned from 320 to 290 B. C. He 
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describes the town as being situated near 
the confluence of the rivers Ganges and 
Erannoboas (Sone), and says that it was 
eighty stadia in length and fifteen in 
breadth, and that it was surrounded by 
a ditch thirty cubits deep, and that the 
walls were adorned with 570 towers and 
64 gates. 


PAVANI ... The river Irawadi in Burma. 

PERIMUDA The island of Salsette near Bombay,— 

the Perimula of the Greeks. It derived 
its sanctity from a tooth of Buddha which 
was enshrined there at the beginning of 
the fourth century of the Christian era, 
and which was visited by Buddhist pil¬ 
grims. The Kenheri cave (Chaitya) in 
the island is supposed by Fergusson to 
belong to the early part of the fifth 
century of the Christian era.

prabhAsa ... Somnath in Guzerat. “The neigh¬ 
bourhood of Pattana ” (which contains 
the celebrated temple of Somnath at its 
south-western corner) “ is esteemed es¬ 
pecially sacred by the Hindus as the 
scene of Krishna’s death and apotheosis. 
A small river, known to Hindu devotees 
as the Raunakshi, empties itself into the 
sea, at the distance of about a mile to 
the eastward of Pattana. At a particu¬ 
lar spot on this river, sacred as that 
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of Krishna’s death, are a gh£t and a few 
temples ” (/. A. S. B., Vol vii: Notes of a 
Journey to Girndr). Raunakshi is an¬ 
other name of the river Saraswati. Som- 
nath is known to the Jains under the 
title of Chandra Prabhasa, It was formerly 
frequented by a very large number of 
pilgrims from all parts of India during an 
eclipse of the moon. Chandra (the moon) 
is said to have been cured of consump¬ 
tion, with which he was cursed, by bath¬ 
ing in the river Saraswati.

Vata or the undecaying banyan tree, 
which is still an object of worship, and 
which is now situated within a dark sub¬ 
terranean chamber in the fort at Allaha¬ 
bad, is thus described by Hiuen Tsiang, 
who visited India in the seventh century : 
“ In the city there is a Deva temple 
beautifully ornamented and celebrated 
for its numerous miracles. According 
to their records, this place is a noted one 
for all living things to acquire religious 
merit.” He further says : “ Before the 
hall of the temple there is a great tree 
with spreading boughs and branches, 
and casting a deep shadow. There was 
a body-eating demon here, who, depend¬ 
ing on this custom {viz,, of committing 
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suicide), made his abode here ; accordingly 
on the left and right one sees heaps of 
bones. Hence, when a person comes to 
this temple, there is everything to per¬ 
suade him to despise his life and give it 
up; he is encouraged thereto both by 
the promptings of the heretics and also 
by the seductions of the (evil) spirit. 
From very early days till now this false 
custom has been practised.”

dha (see Ginvrajapura ). The new town 
of RAjagriha was built by BimbisAra, the 
father of Ajatasatru, at the distance 
of about a mile to the north of the 
old town of Rajagriha or Girivrajapura 
of the MahAbhArat (Cunningham and 
Bigandet). 2. RAjagiri on the north 
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bank of the Beas in the Panjab: the 
capital of the Aswapatis of the Ramdyana 
(St. Martin). 

RAJAMAHENDRI The capital of Kalinga, founded by 

Mahendra Deva. 


RAJAPURI ... Rajauri, south of Kasmir, and south¬ 

east of Punach, called Puhats by the 
Kdsmiris. 


RAMAGIRI ... Rimtege (Ramtek), north of Ndgpur 

in Central India (Wilson), Traditionally 
Ramtek was the place where Sambuka, a 
Sudra, performed asceticism, for which 
reason he was killed by Rdmachandra. 
It contains a temple of Rdmachandra, 
and also a temple dedicated to Ndgarjuna. 
Kdlid&sa places the scene of his story 
in Meghaduta at R^magiri. Rdmagiri 
has also been identified with Ramgarh in 
Sirguja, one of the tributary states of 
Chhota Ndgpur. There is a large cavern 
called Sita Bangira cave high up in the 
rocks, forty-five feet deep and six high, at 
the entrance, containing inscriptions of 
the time of Asoka. There is also a natural 
fissure in the mountain called Hattiphor 
tunnel (cave), through which a small ri¬ 
vulet has worn a passage. The tunnel is 
450 feet long with a diameter ranging 
from 55 to 16 feet, and height 108 feet. 
This cave is noticed in the Rdmayana 
and in the Raghuvansa ( Archceological 
Survey Reports, Vol. XIII, p. 41, and List 
of Ancient Monuments in the Chotn Nagpur 
Division).

Ushamat is on the north of Rudra- 
Prayaga, and is on the road from Har- 
dwar to Kedirnith. A dilapidated fort 
still exists at Sonitpur on the top of a 
mountain, and is called the fort of Riji 
Vina. Sonitapura was the capital of 
Vina Rija, whose daughter Ushi was 
abducted by Aniruddha, the grandson 
of Krishna ( Harwansa ). Dr. Fuhrer says 
that Kotalgarh in the district of Kumaon 
is pointed out as the stronghold of Vdni- 
sura. 

A ruined fort situated at Damdama on 
the bank of the river Punarbhavi fourteen 
miles to the south of Dinajpur, is called 
" Vina Riji's garh,” and it is said to have 
been the abode of Riji Vina, whence 
they say Ushi was abducted by Anirud¬ 
dha, and various arguments are brought 
in to prove this assertion. But the route 
of Krishna from Dwiriki to Sonitapura 
as given in the Harivansa , and the des¬ 
cription of the place as being situated 
on a mountain, do not support the 
theory that Damdami was the ancient 
Sonitapura. An inscription found in the 
fort proves that it was built by a king 
of Gour of the Kimboja dynasty. Vina 
Riji’s fort in the district of Dinajpur is 
as much a myth as the Uttara-gogriha 
(northern cowshed) of Riji Virita at 
Klntanagar in the same district. The 
Assamese also claim Tejpur as the 
ancient Sonitapura.

Himalaya, on the bank of the Sutlej. 
Bhasmdsura is said to have been killed 
at this place : a heap of ashes is pointed 
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out as the remains of that Asura (Fraser). 
The place of Bhasmdsura’s death is also 
pointed out in a cave situated in a hill 
near Sasiram in the district of Shaha- 
bad. Bhasmdsura obtained a boon from 
Mahadeva to the effect that whoever he 
would touch upon the head should at 
once be consumed to ashes. He want¬ 
ed to try the efficacy of the boon by 
touching the head of Mahddeva himself, 
—the giver of the boon. Mahddeva fled, 
pursued by Bhasmdsura, and took the 
protection of Vishnu, who advised the 
Asura to make the experiment by placing 
his hand upon his own head instead of 
that of another. He followed the advice, 
and was at once consumed to ashes.

Sita, the wife of Rdmachandra, 
lived at the hermitage during her exile, 
where she gave birth to the twin sons, 
Lava and Kusa. The temple erected in 
honor of Valmiki at the hermitage is 
situated on the bank of the Ganges. 
Sita is said to have been landed by 
Laksbmana while conveying her to the 
hermitage at the Sati-ghdt in Cawnpur. 
A large metallic arrow-head of a greenish 
colour is shown in a neighbouring temple 
at Bithoor, also situated on the bank of 
the Ganges, as the identical arrow with 
which Lava wounded his father, Rama- 
chandra, in a fight for the aswa-medha 
horse: this arrow-head is said to have 
been discovered a few years ago in the 
bed of the river Ganges.

statue of Deva Maheswara, made of 
teou-shih (brass), is somewhat less than ioo 
feet high. Its appearance is grave and 
majestic, and appears as though really 
living.” The present Bisvveswara, which 
is a mere linga, dates its existence since 
the original image of the god, described 
by Hiuen Tsiang, was destroyed by that 
iconoclast Aurangzebe and thrown into 
the Gyanbapi, a well situated behind the 
present temple.

Kamachandra on the western side of the 
town. Haji Ilayas Shamsuddin, king of 
Bengal, established his capital at Hdjipur 
in the middle of the fourteenth century, 
and from him the name of Hajipur is 
derived. The celebrated Rdjd Toran 
Mai made it his residence when he made 
the settlement of Bengal and Behar. 
Sonpur, situated at the confluence of the 
Gandak and the Ganges, was also in¬ 
cluded in Visala-chhatra. It was at 
Sonpur that Vishnu is said to have 
released the elephant from the clutches 
of the alligator, the fight between whom 
has been described in the Mahdbhdrat. 
R&machandra, on his way to Janakapura, 
is said to have raised a temple on the spot, 
and dedicated it to Mahddeo Harihara 
N&th, in honor of whom the celebrated 
fair is held every year (Hunter’s Stat.

The name of Vraja was 
extended to Vrinddvana and the neigh¬ 
bouring villages, the scene of Krishna s 
early life and love. The shrine of Sydm 
Ldld is believed to mark the spot where 
Jasodd, the wife of Nanda, gave birth to 
Mdyd or Joga-nidra, substituted by Basu- 
deva for the infant Krishna. Outside 
the town is Puatnd-khar, where Krishna 
is said to have killed Putand. Growse 
identifies Mabdbana with Klisoboras of 
the Greeks and supposes that the modern 
Vraja was the ancient Anupa-desa. Var- 
sdna was the birth-place of Rddhikd, the 
favourite Gopi of Krishna. 


VRINDAVANA ... Brindaban in the district of Mathura, 

. the scene of Krishna’s love with the 
Gopis. The original image of Govindaji 
was removed to Jeypur and that of 
Madanmohan to Karauli in anticipation 
of the raid of Aurangzebe. The old 
temple of Govindaji was built by Mdn 
Singh in the thirty-fourth year of Akbar’s 
reign (Growse), 

VYAsA-ASRAMA... Manal, a village near Badrindth in the

It was the 
capital of the Kesari kings till the tenth 
century, when the seat of government 
was removed to Cuttak by Nripa Kesari. 
The temple of Birajd at Jajpur is one 
of the 52 Pithas where a part of Sati’s 
body is said to have fallen. 


YESSAVUL ... Ahmedabad was founded on the site 

of the ancient city of Yessavul by Ah¬ 
med Shah of Guzerdt in 1412 (Thornton’s 
Gazetteer). Yessavul is evidently a cor¬ 
ruption of Yasapura (pronounced Jasa- 
pura). Ahmedabad was also anciently 
called Karndvati (Fergusson).

For the plan of this work, I have been indebted to the 
suggestion of Mr. J. D. Cargill, C. S., Sub-Divisional Officer of 
Buxar, now District Magistrate of Noakhali. The present 
work will afford facility for finding out the ancient places 
from their modern names. I have taken this opportunity to 
make considerable additions both in the names and in the ac¬ 
counts of places, and to supply many omissions which occurred 
in my Geographical Dictionary of Ancient and Mediaeval India : 
hence the present work may not be inappropriately called an 
Appendix to the Geographical Dictionary. The subject is so 
vast that it is not likely that full justice can be done to it 
by a single individual, and notwithstanding one’s attempt to 
make much of the materials at hand, a work like this must 
necessarily remain incomplete. Many of the places mentioned 
in ancient Hindu and Buddhist works have not yet been 
identified, and most of them defy identification. My attempt 
in the Geographical Dictionary as well as in the present work, 
feeble as it may be, has been to make a systematic arrangement 
and collection of facts regarding ancient places which have been 
identified, in order to make them useful to the public as works 
of easy reference.

The seat of government was 
removed from Golkanda to Hyderabad 
in 1589. 


GOMUKHI ... Fifteen miles north of Gangotri. 


GONDA ... Goura in Oudh : it was a subdivision of 

Uttara Kosala, the capital of which was 
Srdvasti. The whole of Uttara Kosala 
was called Goura. The famous tooth¬ 
brush ( dantadhavana) tree of Buddha still 
exists at Gonda. 


GONDWANA ... Dakshina Kosala (see Berar ): it in¬ 
cluded Wairigarh in the district of 
Chanda, about eighty miles from Nagpur 
(Ball).

The hills of Gondwana were included 
in the ancient Riksha-parvata. 
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The ancient capital of Bengal, the 
ruins of which lie near M£ld<i at a dis¬ 
tance of ten miles. It was also called 
Lakshmanavati or Laknauti. Gour was 
also called Rdmakeli in the fifteenth 
century.

Rimachandra and Lakshmana 
are said to have halted at Hajipur on 
their way to Mithilfl at the site of the 
present temple, which contains the image 
of Rimachandra, on the western side 
of the town. Vaisali (Besarh), eighteen 
miles north of Hajipur, was the capital 
of the Vrijjis or Lichhavis at the time of 
Buddha. Sonepur, in the sub-division, 
was the place where Vishnu released the 
elephant from the clutches of the croco¬ 
dile, and on the spot where the fight took 
place, Rcimachandra is said to have rais¬ 
ed the temple of Hariharan^th Mahddeo. 

HALA MOUNTAIN The southern part of the Hala moun¬ 
tain along the lower valley of the Indus 
was called Somagiri. 
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i. Gangddwdra, 2. Haradwdra, 3. Ka- 
nakhala,4. Mdydpuri, 5. Mayura, 6. Hari- 
dwdra. Though Kanakhala and Mdyapuri 
are at present two different towns and 
distinct from Hardwar, yet at different 
periods Hardwara was known by these 
two names (see Sknttda Puvdn and Mc- 
ghaduta of Kaliddsa). Kanakhala is two 
miles to the south-east of Hardwar. It 
was the scene of the celebrated Daksha- 
yajna of the Purdns, Mdydpuri is 
between Hardwar and Kanakhal : it 
was one of the seven sacred towns of 
India.

The Kaluhd hill is situated in the 
district of Hazaribagh, twenty-six miles 
to the south of Buddha-Gayd and sixteen 
miles to the north of Chatra. The place 
abounds with the remains of ancient 
Buddhist architectures and figures of 
Buddha. It also contains two impres¬ 
sions of Buddha’s feet on the top of the 
highest peak on the northern side of 
the valley called Akasalochana and a 
temple dedicated to Buddha containing 
his broken image. There are inscrip¬ 
tions also, but they have become obli¬ 
terated and illegible. On the top of a 
hill on the western side there is a temple 
of Durgd called Kuleswari, All the 
images to be found in the place are 
the images of Buddha, except that 
of the goddess Kuleswari. Even the 
image which is called Bhaironath is 
an image of Pdraswandth. There can 
be no doubt that the Brahmins appro- 
priated this sacred place of the Buddhists 
and set up an image of Durga at a sub¬ 
sequent period.

p'rotri Chandra Gupta I, the third king 
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of the dynasty, to Skanda Gupta, the 
period is sixty-five years from 401 to 465 
A. D. They adopted a new era called 
the Gupta era in 319 A. D. (Fergusson). 
The Guptas were destroyed by the 
Hunas under Toraman and his son 
Mihirakula in the sixth century. Kanouj 
was the birth-place of Visw^mitra of the 
K 4 m 4 yana. SiMditya II. or Harshavar- 
dhana (known as Sri Harsha in Sanskrit 
literature), who was the fourth king 
after Vikramdditya of Ujjaini, made 
Kanouj his capital and reigned from 610 
to 650 A. D. (Max Muller). He was 
visited by Hiuen Tsiang in 636 A. D 
In his court flourished the celebrated 
writer Bdnabhatta (called also Bhandin) 

—the author of the Kadamvari, Harsha- 
charita, and Ratndvali ; Dhdvaka—the 
real author of the Ndg&nanda ; and 
Chandrdditya who versified the Vessan- 
tara Jdtaka. The celebrated poet Bha 
vabhuti was in the court of Yasavar- 
mana of Kanouj : he went to Kdsmir 
with Lalit^ditya (672 to 728 A. D.) 
after the conquest of Kanouj by the 
latter ( Rdjatarangini ). Sriharsha wrote 
the Naisbadha-charita at the request of 
Jayachandra, king of Kanouj, in the 
eleventh century. 

I. Kapila- 4 srama, twenty-four miles to 
the south-west of N£sik: it was the 
hermitage of Kapila Rishi. II. The first 
fall of the Nerbuda from the Amara- 
kantaka mountain. 
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KArABAGH ... Kdrdpatha on the Indus, mentioned in 

the Raghuvansa as being the place where 
Lakshmana’s son Chandraketu was 
placed as king by his uncle Rdmachandra 
when he made a disposition of his king¬ 
dom before his death. Tavernier writes 
it as Carabat. 


KARACHI ... Karakalla in Scind, — Krokala of Me- 

gasthenes. 

KARATOYA ... i. The river Karotoyd, 2. the Sadd- 

nird, which flows through the districts 
of Rungpur and Dinajpur. It formed 
the boundary between the kingdoms of 
Bengal and Kdmarupa at the time of the 
Mahdbhdrat. 

KARMANAsA ... The river is situated on the western 

limit of the district of Shahabad in 
Bengal, and forms the boundary between 
the province of Bengal and the North- 
Western Provinces. Its water is con¬ 
sidered to be polluted by the Hindus, 
being associated with the sins of Tri- 
sanku of the Rdmdyana.

Its 
capital was Mdhishmati (modern Mahes- 
war or Mahes) on the river Nerbuda, 
forty miles to the south of Indore. 

KHEDA (KAIRA) ... Khetaka of the Padma Purdn between 

Ahmedabad and Khambay in Guzerdt. 

It is the Kiecha of Hiuen Tsiang, which 
Cunningham has correctly restored to 
Kheta or Kheda, now called Kaira.

Panjab (Cunningham), where the last 
Buddhist synod was held in 78 A. D. 
by Kaniksha, king of Kasmir, under the 
presidency of Vasumitra. The date of 
this convocation gave rise to the Saka 
era. But Beal places Tdmasavana at the 
confluence of the Sutlej and the Beas. 
II. 1. Kusabhavanapura, 2. Kusapura in 
Oudh on the river Gumti. The town is 
said to have been founded by Kusa, 
son of Rdmachandra, who removed his 
capital to this place for some time. It 
was visited by Hiuen Tsiang in the 
seventh century.

It 
was visited by Chaitanya. 


TRIVENI ... I. i. Muktaveni, 2. Dakshina-Praydga, 

north of Hugh, where the three rivers 
Gangd, Jamund and Saraswati separate 
and flow in different directions after having 
flowed unitedly from Allahabad, which is 
therefore called Yuktaveni. II. The 
junction of the three rivers Jamuna, 
Chambal and Sindh, between Etawah 
and Kalpi. III. The junction of the 
three Cosis, Tamor, Arun and Soon near 
Ndthpur in Purnea.
